When the English colonists of North 
America, happily in only a very li nited degree, 
borrowed trom their prede-essors this bad prac- 
tice of slavery borrowed also its wretched 
apology, waht of an adequate supply of free 
labor. It was then thought an exercise of 
Christian benevolence to rescue the African 
heatsen from eternel suffering im a iuture 
state, and through the palatal path of earthly 
bondage to open to him tbe gates of the celes- 
tial paradise.
